A force of seventy men, working 


in two shifts of thirty-five, 
from 


seven to twelve in the morning and 
from twelve to five in the afternoon, | 
were at work this week on Puente 
street at its western end, digging 
ditches for the mains, and the city 
has assurance that the CWA will 
continue with the present agreement 
until all mains and laterals are laid 
within the city of Covina, the mayor 
said. The mayor declared that it 
will be his personal duty to prose- 
cute this work to completion during 
the winter. 


The men employed are all repre- 


sentatives of Covina families, and 
all badly in need of the employment,, 
city officials said. They are paid 
fifty cents an hour. More crews will 
undoubtedly be put at work as the 
project progresses, it was stated. In- 
asmuch as the CWA will probably 
be a closed book by April, accord- 
.jntt-to Washington advices, all work

Covina's petition to annex a small 
portion of uninhabited acreage on 
the southwest of the city, which also 
included the request to annex that 
portion of Hollenbeck street in coun- 
ty territory at the south city limits 
to the Walnut wash.

about 21 acres in a shoe-string strip 
running from the southwesterly sec- 
tion of Covina city. 


The city of Covina was represent- 


ed by Attorney Dailey S. Stafford, 
with city officials present, and the 
argument against the annexation was 
made by Attorney Frank C. Balfour, 
and others speaking against it were 
Martin Wood and Fred L. Douglas, 
citrus growers in that region. They 
declared that the property values in 
that area had been highly developed 
by citrus groves, and that the estab- 
lishment of an activated sludge plant 
or sewer treatment plant would de- 
preciate values. 


Chairman John R. Quinn of the 


board gave his opinion that the turn- 
ing over of Hollenbeck street, which 
is a county street, to the city of Co- 
vina, would not serve any good pub- 
lic policy, and pointed out that if a 
right-of-way on any county street 
was applied for upon which to run 
an outfall, the board could then con- 
sider the matter from that angle. 


decides to proceed with new con- 
struction and repairs to conform to 
new ordinances, which is practically 
mandatory, the board will prepare 
its plans and the estimate of cost 
and will apply to the Civil Works 
Administration for funds. This is 
the same procedure as is being car- 
ried through by other school districts 
in the county.

Red and White stores to the famous 
floral pageant in Pasadena on New 
Year's day. 


All along the parade route, waves 


of applause greeted the breath-tak- 
ing beauty of the "Red and White 
Stores" entry. Of all t'.ie eighty gor- 
geous floats in the pageant, none 
caught the public fancy more than 
did the portrayal of King Neptune 
and his court. Depicting the mon- 
arch of the deep wielding his sceptre 
over the denizens of the oceans, the 
float admirably reflected the spirit 
of the parade theme, "Tales of the 
Seven Seas." 


The float of the Red and White 


stores in the 1934 Tournament of 
Roses was 27 feet long, and, as stat- 
ed above, it was made of 50,000 sepa- 
rate blossoms—ferns, sweet peas, 
chrysanthemums, stocks, carnations 
sea moss and stevia. King Neptune 
wore a costume of sea-green, with 


young girl, with long golden hair, 
wearing a costume of sea-green se- 
quins. 


The floor of the float, made of 


stevia, was a realistic impression of 
ocean waves. The apron of the crea- 
tion was of huckleberry leaves form- 
ing a background for three thousand 
red and white hot-house carnations 
fashioned into the well-known sign 
seen on the front of all Red and 
White stores. 


A description of the parade was 


carried by the National Broadcasting 
ompany over a chain of 104 sta- 
ions. Admiral William S. Sims was 
rand marshal, and in the reviewing 
tand were scores of notables, in- 
luding former-President 
Herbert 


hoover. 


The first Tournament of Roses was 
ield in 1889. Residents of Pasadena, 
hen a little village, decorated their 
lorse-drav/n carriages and tallyhos 
ivith flowers and paraded thru the 
streets, while onlookers pelted them 
ivith flowers and were pelted in re- 
urn. The first fete was so successful 
that it was continued year after 
year, but the pelting with flowers 
was discontinued in 1901. In thai 
year the battle waxed so fierce that 
nany of the horses in the parade 
jecarne unmanageable and more 
han one rider was summarily un- 
lorsed. 


In subsequent years the pagean 


las grown to tremendous propor- 
tions. A whole year goes into the 
making of it. Millions of fresh flow- 
ers are used in fashioning the elab- 
orate creations that appear in the 
parade.

As long as you put an interest price on 


money, and deny Its use to potential spenders 
and earners, over-production will come. When 
you make money a medium of exchange, and 
not something to liof'rd and make hard to get, 
commodity stocks will move, and men and 
women, will work, and in working, cause the 
world of barter and exchange to return to 
nor m til. 


Flirting With Third Parlies— 


Sam G. Blythe, brilliant political commen- 


tator on American politics for the past thirty 
years, is out plugging for the formation of a 
third party, a Centrist parly—one which will 
borrow P!! the good which may be the residue 
of tho Republican party, discard the bad, and 
combine it with the least radical ingredients 
of the Democratic party. 


He writes in the Saturday Evening Post, 


which publication recently abandoned the 
stranded Republican ship in a long editorial 
which declared that the Republican party was 
all washed up, and that it was time, arid past 
time, for the country to formulate new poli- 
tical party leadership. 


Without discussing whether or not Sam 


Blythe is right, we see the necessity for a 
huge amount of propaganda before the Ameri- 
can people will begin to learn the rudiments 
of the three-way play. It isn't an American 
game, which doesn't mesa that we can't learn 
it, but it is not a game that we understand. 


The Centrist parties of old Europe have al- 


ways been the rallying points around which 
could gather the middle-of-the-road political 
minds. That which is too conservative and 
too radical is discarded by the Centrists, and 
the theory is that such parties serve to keep 
the political pendulum from swinging too far 
to the right or to the left. 


But the American political mind up to now

We used to take our religions 
the same way. Many a cowhide boot and eye- 
gouging battle has been fought over predes- 
tination, or the doctrine of the damnation of 
unbaptized infants 


The American people have the habit of 


choosing up sides. This does not mean three 
sides, but two sides. Instead of E Pluribus 
Unum, our motto should have been, "Either 
You're for Me or Against Me." Stephen Deca- 
tur said: "My country, may she ever be right, 
but right or wrong, my country." Which is 
one of those foolish euphenisms containing a 
lot of harmful poison. 


A party in the center might be successfully 


established, but not overnight, nor between 
one national election and the next. We have- 
n't been trained to think that way. Person- 
ally, we believe that such a party would have 
a salutary effect on American politics. But 
any party of moderation would be robbed at 
the start of its blazing slogans and bombastic 
banners, blaring bands and mob hysteria.

cent in tonnage over 1933. 


In reviewing the year Manager 


Brouse 
said that the 
particular

were that the growers within the

are

group, and that the organization is 
out of debt. The Mutual Orange 
"Jrowers organization is doing every- 
thing that is known to be legitimate 
and business-like to bring more 
money to the grower, he said. One 
of the efforts has resulted in the sell- 
ing rebate of two cents this year; 
the supply department rebate, .03773 
cents; packing rebate, .1393 cents, 
making a total rebate of 19 2-3 cents. 


"The word crystallization was re- 


peated this year more times than in 
any year since Mrs. Tibbetts planted 
the first navel orange trees in Cali- 
fornia about sixty years ago, and 
gave us no end of trouble and ex- 
pense, to say nothing o: a great loss 
to the growers," the manager pointed 
out. "We have had freezes, floods 
and winds in past years, but this 
year we havt a prospect for a good 
crop, with every reason to believe 
that we will receive better returns 
than we received during the last 
year. The cooperation of the grow- 
ers in holding back the fruit was a 
great help in the picking program, 
and the management appreciates it." 


The manager said that the stabili- 


zation of shipments to the eastern 
markets was no doubt of consider- 
able benefit to the grower. The deal 
was a iie*v one,-and-no doubt 
mistakes were made, but in the main 
was a success in many ways, he said

School Subject Matter 


SQUIRRELS . . . headed west 


Some time ago I noted in this 


column that gray squirrels were mi- 
grating by thousands from Connec- 
ticut into Massachusetts. Now this 
trek of the squirrel tribe in search 
of fresh food supplies is headed west. 
Numbers of them have been observ- 
ed crossing the Hudson river, some 
using the several bridges which span 
that stream oetween New York and 
Albany, some stealing rides on boats, 
many swiinming—and many of them 
drowning in the effort to get across. 
I haven't had any report on them 
crossing on the ice, but in mid- 
December the Hudson was frozen 
over solidly from Poughkeepsie to 
Albany, 75 miles, and that should 
make it easier for the little furred 
migrants. 


Nobody yet knows what particular 


sort of food has run short in the New 
England haunts of these squirrels, 
but it is generally assumed that hun- 
ger is driving them westward. An- 
other possible explanation, it seems 
to me, is that the invasion of so 
many forest areas in the east by the 
Civilian Conservation camps has 
frightened them into moving away 
from the vicinity of humans. 
RECLAMATION . Jersey flats 


I motored out into New Jersey on 


a recent Sunday and, crossing the 
broad stretch of flat swamp known 
as the "Hackensack Meadows," or 
"Jersey Flats," I wondered why none 
of the projects of public works un- 
dertaken by the government includ- 
ed doing something to make this im- 
mense area of waste land valuable. 


Here are more than 75,000 acres, a 


strip probably 30 miles long and 
averaging four miles or so wide, ly- 
ing within two miles of the nation's 
largest city and separating it from 
the most populous district of North 
Jersey, which could be made the 
greatest recreation center in the 
world, by the expenditure of a few 
millions of dollars. Put a few hun- 
dred dredges at work, digging canals 
and channels and piling up the re- 
covered mud and sand to lift the 
rest of the area permanently above 
high water, and the most wonderful 
park hi America could be developed 
here. 


It would have to be a national 


park, for New York won't touch it 
since it lies in New Jersey, and New 
Jersey won't do it because New York 
would be the chief beneficiary. And 
I suppose commercial interests would 
try to block it, anyway. Neverthe- 
less, I still think it is a good idea. 


. by unemployed 


;tead of bare, plain walls, the in- 
of America's schoolhouses, hos- 


pitals, postoffices, jails, police sta- 
tions and other public buildings may 
soon be as decorative as those of 
Europe. The Civil Works Adminis- 
tration proposes to put thousands of 
unemployed artists at work, painting 
pictures and modelling statues for 
the beautification of structures which 
are for public use. 


If the work is carried out under 


intelligent planning and supervision, 
it ought to be of enormous educa- 
tional value, and who knows but 
what some young artist, now unem- 
ployed, may find in this work a 
chance to show his genius, so that 
a hundred years f r: m now art lovers 
will make pilgrimages to some ob- 
scure little country school to see the 
masterpiece 
of the famous John 


Smith! 


That is what happens in Europe, 


where the great artists painted on 
the walls of churches and palaces. 
TEMPERANCE ... with repeal 


I look for a great revival of the 


habit of not drinking, now that the 
sale of liquor is not illegal in many 
states. It was getting unfashionable 
to drink, before the prohibition 
amendment was enacted. Economic 
pressure was also strongly against 
the use of alcohol. Some railroads, 
many banks, made dismissal the 
penalty of drinking on the part oi 
their employees. 


Now that the saloon has been out- 


lawed in New York, and people can 
buy liquor only when seated a 
tables, in a restaurant or in bottles 
to take home, there will be less in- 
discriminate "treating." The open 
invitation to everybody to come in 
and have a drink is not likely to re- 
turn. And those who drank as a 
gesture of protest against what the> 
regarded as an infringement of the! 
individual liberty have no longe 
that excuse. 
EDUCATION. outside of book 


I have just come across a defini 


tion which seems worth while pass 
ing along. Ramsay MacDonald, th 
prime minister of Great Britain, wh 
got his own schooling in a little rura 
school in Scotland, but who is easil 
one of the world's most educated 
men, said: 


"The educated man is a man with 


certain 
subtle 
spiritual qualities 


which make him calm in adversity, 
happy when alone, and just in his 
dealings, rational and sane in the 
fullest meaning of that word, in all 
the affairs of life." 


Such men may be found every- 


where. They may never hi. 'e seen j 
the insidt 
of a college; they may 


know !iti. ; of the inside of books. 
But they have come to acquire what 
is, after all, the main end of all edu- 
cation, which is an understanding of 
one's individual relation to the rest 
of the world. No college can teach 
anybody more than that.

Subject matter always appears in 


the minr.s of the people before it is 
put in a book, or arranged in writ- 
ing. 
People have xormed habits of 


doing things for the accomplishment 
or securing their desires, pleasures, 
or necessities. 


These habits have been passed 


down from one generation to an- 
other. Subject matter is no more 
extensive or greater than that which 
is thought, felt or done by the peo- 
ple. The subject matter does not 
exist in books, but in the living, or 
action that is going on. 


Much has been felt, thought and 


done, but has not lived because it 
did not continue to be thought, felt 
and acted. This point of view opens 
up the idea that subject matter may 
change from one generation to an- 
other. Much may be dropped or 
much may be added. 


The business of education is to se- 


lect the best habits or customs of 
the experiences of the race, and in- 
struct the youth the best way to 
use them. 


Education means to be trained to 


use the tools of civilization. He who 
is educated is able to make out a 
good portion of the signals of life. 


SOURCE OF ORIGIN 


New subject matter seldom arises 


from the schools themselves. The 
schools are only permitted to take 
up new subject matter under the 
pressure of public opinion. 


A good example of this is the re- 


sult of the display of handiwork at 
the Centennial exposition in 1876, 
made by the Russian government. 
This was heralded as a panacea for 
ail the ills of the public schools, and 
business men demanded that it be 
taken up by the schools. 


At the present, science of aeronau- 


tics is very limited, and must be 
developed outside of the school be- 
rore it gains a place as to subject 
matter. The school can not be a 
research institution, or an experi- 
mental station, because they are set 
apart from conditions which produce 
new subject matter. 


One reason that the school cannot 


keep up with the changes is that 
whatever may be taught to a child 
at that period may be obsolete when 
the child grows older. It is also diffi- 
cult to teach them subject matter 
and the solution of problems which 
will bs the same that they will meet 
in life later on. Vocational subject 
matter contains much more intrin- 
sic function than such subjects as 
Latin or much of the material in 
mathematics. 


LEARNING IS SPECIFIC 


It has been argued that subjects 


like Latin, mathematics, grammar 
and others of this type discipline the 
mind or train it for better use. 
Scientific investigation has taught us 
that these subjects do no more for 


schools. The principal is in closer 
touch with the needs of his school 
than the course of study can possi- 
bly be. The idea of modern educa- 
tion is to make the school fit the 
child, rather than make the child fit 
the school. In order to follow this 
out, the principal must have a free 
hand to study and adjust his schoo! 
and make- it function. 


ATTENTION TO THREE R'S 
Recently California schools went 


thru with a reorganization of the 
time allotment progrr.ni. The state 
law has required that the funda- 
mental subjects, such as the three 
R's, be given the greater amount of 
time. 


The question comes to me as to 


what the people who are attempting 
language as a special study in the 
first and second grades are doing. 
I think possibly story-telling is call- 
ed language by some, while with us 
it is a part of the reading exercise. 


There is a tendency for low allot- 


ment in arithmetic in the first grade 
because we are getting away from 
formal instruction in the first grade. 
Experimental studies have shown 
this to be well founded. Formal in- 
struction should not begin until the 
third grade. 


The question also comes, should 


there be formal instruction in spell- 
ing in the first and second grades; 
and I note there is a tendency to 
eliminate.1 it. A decrease is noticed 
;o the time allotment in spelling due 
;o the elimination of words to a 
list that is in common use. 


AS TO POOR WRITERS 


Much has been said about the poor 


writers the schools are turning out, 
but it is not so much the time that 
is spent on it as concentration and 
natural ability to control the muscles 
in writing. Most schools are now 
tending to concentrate in the formal 
instruction in penmanship in the 
fourth to the sixth grades. 


Geography has wandered all over 


the schedule, but now is becoming 
centered in the third to the sixth 
grades. 


History is almost a free-lance in 


that it ranges from the first to the 
eighth grades. However, there is a 
tendency to push it down into the 
lower grades and give civics in the 
eighth. 


Science is our most unsettled sub- 


ject. The scientists have not desig- 
nated the elementary essentials, so 
we are wandering all over the sched- 
ule with it. Most of the sciences are 
too difficult for elementary grades.

STUDY OF ARITHMETIC 


To organize a course of study in 


arithmetic after the expert plan 
;here should be a committee ap- 
pointed composed of these three 
;ypes of people. In order to secure 
an expert in mathematics, the head 
of the mathematics department of 
the high school may be called upon. 


There should be at least one su- 


pervisor and one principal on the 
committee. There should be the best 
teacher of mathematics in the sys- 
tem. This committee composed of 
these three types of people may set 
out to study the work of making a 
course in arithmetic in consultation 
with the superintendent. These peo- 
pls must set out in their work by 
a study of the best literature, and 
reports from research, and measure 
the value of their findings from their 
own experience. 
This 
committee 


should avail themselves of " ;n- 
formation possible that science has 
done along this line. Scientific meth- 
ods should determine their findings 


Every capable teacher should have 


some privilege in her daily work 
to make some changes in reconstruc- 
tion of the course of study. She 
should not have to wait for the for- 
mulation of an elaborate and com- 
plete revision. She should have the 
privilege to seize important current 
events, local needs, and indiv;dua 


remarkable growth in the last ten 
years, and is almost a universal sub- 
ject for all grades. The comparison 
is closer than most of the subjects. 


When one looks at the comparison 


of these, time allotments, it looks on 
the face of it that something should 
be done to make a more uniform or- 
ganization, but I do not believe that 
education is on a time-allotment 
basis. There is so much difference in 
individuals that some can do the re- 
quired work in much less time than 
others, so that teachers and schools 
should have a great deal of liberty 
to organize their time. The teaching 
ability has a great deal to do with 
accomplishing the work. I think a 
teacher should be sent out to teach 
a class some specified project, and 
stay on that subject until it is com- 
pleted. Also, when the task is com- 
pleted, if ahead of schedule, she 
should be permitted to go on to 
something else.
